THE BURNISHED BLADE $3.00 


The Literary Guild selection for October will give this its initial impetus 
among readers who like a picaresque novel of considerable proportions, a period setting 
in careful and colorful detail. For here, if emphatically historical, purely convention- 
al in characterization, is a panorama of the internal turmoil of mid-fifteenth century 
France and the fabulous fascination of the Orient which had been opened to Europe by 
the Crusades. In the first part, this tells of Pierre's childhood, the usual experi- 
ments with the other sex, a drunken tavern fight, adventure in Paris,- and in the second 
half, of his activities as special agent to the Near East where he uncovers a smuggling 
plot, wins fame and fortune to be worthy of his lady love whom he rescues, on his re- 
turn, froma nunnery. Plague, espionage, Oriental torture, blackmail, outlawed opera- 
tions- all play a part in an historical narrative that is vivid, authentic in tone, 4 
little obvious in synchronization. 


What's In A Name?? 


Willa Cather's posthumously published three short stories, THE OLD BEAUTY AND OTHERS 
(Knopf) for a conservative audience; Anne Parrish’ A CLOUDED STAR (Harper) ts a de- 
parture from her usual type of story and is a holding novel of the Underground Railroad; 
Mary Renault’s NORTH FACE (Morrow) is for a middle market in feminine fiction; Vera 
Brittain'’s BORN 1925 (Macmillan) is somewhat unsatisfying; Edmund Gilligan's STORM 

AT SABLE ISLAND (Little, Brown) provides sea adventure- for men mostly; anda new 

Robert Nathan- LONG AFTER SUMMER (Knopf) for his by now familiar following. 

None of these, beyond their authorship, are outstanding and all are for carefully chosen 
markets.

Brickell, Herschell Doubleday 
PRIZE STORIES OF 1948 | $3.00 


The annual collection, selected from magazine appearances, which hits a less 
esoteric note in its sources and contents than the Martha Foley. From Harper's, the 
Atlantic, Mademoiselle, Charm, the New Yorker, to the lesser, little reviews, come some 
well known names in the field of the novel- Truman Capote, Wallace Stegner, Elizabeth 
Janeway, Caroline Gordon, Christopher le Farge, come names less widely known. The choices 
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are diffuse in their subject, locale, treatment, from the chi-chi to the realistic, and 
with no introduction available at this time there is no indication as to the prizes. 
The Saddle is a hardhitting story of a boy's hatred; the le Farge is a nice bit about 
married love; Pico Never Forgets provides a slick, light touch... For popular tastes.

Morris, Edita Viking 
CHARADE $2.50 \ 


The author of My Darling From The Lions and Three, Who Loved continues in her 
highly individual style to tell the story of a German family who have found refuge in 
Poland, during this war. Through Lili's wide-eyed, if wise eyes, you see her Mutti, who 
fails her daughter in the end; her Vater, poet-playwright and steeped in his new work on 
Goethe; Magda, his mistress, who dreams of being a dramatic actress to please her lover; 
Steff, Lili's brother, too well indoctrinated with Nazism. And there is the madwoman, 
Jadwiga, and her intimate knowledge of the unhappiness in Lili’s house, the armless 
soldier she befriends, the Polish Baron who gives Magde and Lili a chance of escape 
from Lili's father- and finally the band of lost children, strange and terrible,‘‘with 
whom Lili finally allies herself when the adult world disintegrates before her need for 
security. A nightmarish innocence, which may recall Richard Hughes to some, but which 
seems to have a tighter story level, a greater concentration on characters, and a possi- 
ble symbolism. For the literary rather than the lay audience.

Cather, Willa Knopf 
THE OLD BEAUTY AND OTHERS $2.50 


* A correctly titled book- of three fragmentary stories- presumably to be joined 
to a fourth, and/or coordinated into a whole. This reflects the prestige and spirit of 
e literary light, which through her observation and learning projected a definite qual- 
ity in American letters, and which- through the later years- slackened off in reality 
but still maintained a fineness of feeling if not creativeness. Here, with The Old 
Beauty, The Best Years, and Before Breakfast, is the simplicity of her art, the elimina- 
tion of nonessentials, and- following her later writing, the decorous, even conservative 
shades in the field in which she chose to write. Here too is her redirection to Henry 
James, in the objective exploration of characters in a social milieu- the title story 
of an English beauty who outlived her era; her absorption in her personal background in 
the setting of a Nebraska schoolteacher, who lost her life in the great blizzard; and an 
embodiment of a mood in the third~ e successful business man who has not found any of 
the answers. A conscientious and serious writer, this collection is offered posthumously 
to old readers, and to a younger market who will be able to get the essence if not the 
more robust attributes of her art.

Niall, Ian : | Knopf 
NO RESTING PLACE $2.75 


With a realism which admits sympathy, but no exoticism, this tells of a brood 
of tinkers, the six Kyle brothers, as they are persecuted by the local constabulary in a 
small, English village,- looked down upon by the townsfolk as a drinking, stealing, 
lying lot- which they are. It is Alec, with his crippled arm and his wild fits who 
keeps them in constant trouble, murders a gamekeeper. The police, unable to secure the 
evidence, jail him for six months on other charges, and on his release, Alec returns 
home to go through eviction, the death of his wife, and of his child- for which he is 
wrongly arrested. Again in jail, he suicides... The gypsy life- in a saddening, sordid 
rendition.

ve Cary, Joyce Harper 
HERSELF SURPRISED $3.00 “ 


In this imitation of an eighteenth oentury novel, Joyce Cary narrates the story 
of Mrs. Monday in a leisurely, ironic portrait. From the early 1900's on, over a quar- 
ter of a century, Cary shows the superiority of the rational mind as opposed to the © 
purely emotional one, even though the emotional one- as in the case of Mrs. Monday- may 
be warm-hearted and generous. Genial, large-boned Mrs. Monday hires herself out as 
housekeeper to two masters, both equally lecherous, one of whom eventually marries her 
efter furtive meetings on the backstairg, The other master progresses to meetings in 
the upstairs maid quarters. In between, Mrs. Monday has an affair with a modern artist 
who paints red women and overgrown plants. Mrs. Monday loves all three men, but due to 
her irrationality, she cheats one of them in order to support her artist. The end of 
the book sees Mrs. Monday off to prison, where she intends to straighten herself out 
and emerge a thoughtful and religious woman.... Occasional beauty of writing, the 
eleverness which achieved critical attention for 7he Moonlight, will still not carry 
this to a general audience. 


Parrish, Anne | Harper 
A CLOUDED STAR , $2.75 


* In new vein, Anne Parrish has told a story out of the days of the Underground | 
Railroad, a story of the heroic Moses of her people, Harriet Tubman, who returned again 
and again to take out groups of terrified slaves who'd dared for a moment, but who would 
have died- or been retaken- except for her valor and inspiration. A new angle on “Let 
My People Go”, as through the story of an old Negro some back to see the white girl 


who'd given him the impulse to escape, we follow the adventures of one small band. From 


various plantations in Maryland, by tortuous route to Delaware, to Philadelphia, New 
York, finally to safety in Canada, these frightened men and women and children made 
their way by night, often half starved, half clothed, half frozen- kept going sometimes 
by threats, sometimes by love in the guidance of “Moses”. The story is told in rhythmic 
prose that holdg the cadences of a saga. Occasionally it seems artificial, but the end 
result is impressive, the progress holding. 


Yorek, Ruth L. Harper 
SO COLD THE NIGHT ~ $2.50~ 


A psychological-suspense tale of John Phileas Drum who writes the story of 
his life in extenuation of his crimes and his madness. His graceful, but graceless, 
mother who never offered him love; his demanding father- and the assortment of rela-: 
tives who made his childhood a torment; his one period of tremendous happiness, in 
Italy, which shattered when the possibility of homosexuality occurs; and his retreat 
into the life of a scholar, withdrawn, fastidious. Then a short, intensely passionate 
affair with Berenice which breaks his isolation, cracks his mind. A recall which is 
constantly running away from the origins of his unbalance, which for the first half 
is an absorbing, near-normal picture of the pressures, later verges on the hysterical, 
implausible. Of interest to the followers of this new trend in fiction, but not 
altogether satisfying. : 


Renault, Mary Morrow 
NORTH FACE / $3.00 / 


With less overt emotionalism than her last,Return to Night, but the sugges- 
tion, oblique, rather than obvious, of psychological dislocation reminiscent of her 
earlier books, this is again a love story. Mrs. Kearsey’s boarding house, on the 
English coast, backdrops the romance between Neil Langton, a teacher- and a climber 
by avocation, and Ellen Shorland, with whom he falls in love. Both are to find 
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their present confused and conflicted by the past; Neil's marriage to shallow, adulter- 
ous Susan- which cost him the life of their child; Ellen's childhood attachment to the 
cousin she was to marry- had he lived- and the guilt of his death which she assumes, per- 
petuates, until Langton is finally able to make her see the true character of that re- 
lationship... The marginal characterization here at Mrs. Kearsey's, a cloistered school- 
mistress, a vicariously vulgar nurse, amplifies a drama which women will read and like.

Stevens, James Doubleday 
BIG JIM TURNER $3.00 


The story of Big Jim Turner as he grows up in Idaho at the turn of the century- 
in a wild country and among wild men. Living with relatives in his earlier years, in 
his teens he begins to shift for himself, working in lumber camps, on ranches, and at 
times associating with members of the I.W.W., one of the more prominent organizers being 
his unole Black Dan Barton, whose generally bad reputation causes Jim some trouble. Bess 
Clover, the girl Jim loved, was also a rebel, but Jim seems more interested in himself 
than in rebellion, in daydreaming- and writing poetry which is not very good. If the 
background of the pioneering west and the labor struggle is authentically defined, the 
balance is not, the characterization- even that of Big Jim- fuzzy to the point of 
futility. 


Zinberg, Len Doubleday 
HOLD WITH THE HARES | $3.00” 


The same tough treatment of What D'Ya Know For Sure (1947) directed at Steve 
Anderson, a columnist with liberal streaks which are subordinated to his basic opportu- 
nism. To be in the big time, he backtracks on his anti-war stand, loses the girl he 
loves, but gains himself a place on a Turner paper, a reactionary chain, in Buffalo. 
There he gives up one girl because she is Jewish and might hamper his career, would 
give up another were she not pregnant, and finally- with the war- enlists. Steve's 
desire to fight is obstructed by old man Turner who secures him a correspondent’s job, 
but Steve- having nothing to live for- goes on a mission hoping to get killed and un- 
expectedly finds himself a hero. Returning home, unable to write, he finally gets his 
chance to escape in helping a radical friend, buying a small town paper and making a 
fresh start. Basic anglo-saxon and basic instincts recorded with a plausibility often 
unpleasant, if, in this genre, competently handled.

Salten, Felix- 4d. Messner 
FELIX SALTEN’S FAVORITE ANIMAL STORIES $2.75 


A collection which combines all types for all tastes and all ages, these four- 
teen stories of dogs, cats, deer, wild stallions, kangaroos, a lamb, etc., include many 
familiar names, not always familiar material. From the lyrical naturalism of Alan Devoe, 
to the meticulous observation of Gustav Eckstein, greater drama is provided by Jack 
London, Woollcott, Dorothy Cottrell’s moving W:iderness Orphan, with W. H. Hudson, 
Kipling, Ernest Thompson Seton among the cast of contributors... The Salten name and 
the illustrations by Fritz Eichenberg will give this a gift book market as well as one 
which can be extended to older boys and girls.

Harrison, Charles Yale Henry Holt 
NOBODY'S FOOL $3.00 


Holt’s lead on the fall lists, this- which gives the pitch on the dubious pro- 
cedures in the public relations field- is more than a little reminiscent of The. Hucksters. 
Maybe a little less smart, a little more inhibited, this still manages a fairly bright 
boy appeal in its demonstration of the operations of Jefferson Clarke & Associates, par- 
ticularly associate John Sherrod who gave up newspaper work and a conscience for money. 
This concentrates on the fairly fancy finagle whereby, to clear a metal magnate of a 
senatorial smear, they come up with a project on the “common man", trade their common 
man idea to the investigating senator, find a gimmick in Alan Barbour, a boy from 
Missouri, who is campaigned from coast to coast as America’s common man. But it is 
Diana, whom Sherrod had once loved, who is vindicated when Barbour proves that the 
common man is nobody’s fool, leaves Jefferson Clarke & Assoc. to clear their way out of 
a hot spot, Sherrod to square his conscience... The hopped up world of smart cookies and 
sucker schemes, given fairly dexterous disillusionment and providing astringent amusement. 


Nathan, Robert Knopf 
LONG AFTER SUMMER $2.00 


The gentleness, wistful rather than whimsical, associated with Robert Nathan 
in a tragi-romantic idyll of Cape Cod, of a man, an orphaned child, and a boy. Johanna, 
who is taken for a summer from an asylum to the home of her father who never admits his 
paternity, is sent out to work in the home of the narrator- who remains nameless. Through 
him, she forms the first friendship of her lifetime, experiences her first love with 
Jot- a youngster who is to drown in a boating accident. In the disbelief and bewilder- 
ment which follows, Johanna maintains the illusion that Jot is alive “long after summer", 
and with the final acceptance of his death, the fear of her return to the asylum, at- 
tempts suicide. Finally she is reconciled to the years ahead knowing that the man who 
had befriended her will wait for her to grow up... A brief moment, briefly beguiling too. 


Weiskopf ,Franz } Knopf 
CHILDRE® OF THEIR TIME $3.00 


Translated from the German by Heinz Norden, this is the second in the series 
begun with Jwilight On The Danube and continues the chronicles of the Reither family in 
the years 1915-1917. It opens with the death of Alexander, and the turmoil within the 
family, and it follows both the older and the younger Reithers through their destinies 
as the war years speed them along. An almost endlessly consecutive following of the 
lives and thoughts of a growing cast of characters, that systemically explores the pat- 
terns of the time and follows the stream of history meticulously. Again Prague, and 
the house in Radetsky Square is the scene where Caroline maintains her snobbish gentility, 
the children pursue their individual ways to their own destruction while their older 
relatives, sheeplike, follow the path of futility. A deep penetration of the crumbling 
middleclass facade, of the collapse of accepted conventions and a lost way of life, this 
makes no compromise with any soft romanticism, bares the decadence of the generation, 
For the audience of the earlier book almost solely. 


Dolson, Hildegarde Random House 
THE HUSBAND WHO RAN AWAY $3.00 


Here is Addison Stubbs, who, ruled by his wife and her mother, runs away from 
home after he has eavesdropped on some plain truths about their feelings for him. Hitch- 
hiking to New York, he (literally) acquires a deus ex-machina in a truck driver, Lam 
Maloney, and two protectors in Avis and Deena, after he has arrived in town. Through his 
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mentors, Addison is successful in escaping police capture, is transformed by new clothes 
and a new attitude toward the world. Because he finds a place for himself and his spe- 
cial talent which wins him city-wide fame. His wife catches up with him but finds he 
is quite another person. Without the exaggerations of Thorne Smith, this still follows 
the pattern of a shriveled life expanding under special conditions, and the crispness 
of the writing, the pleasantness of the characters, and unstressed humor of situation 


make it amusing. |

Brittain, Vera | Macmillan 
BORN 1925: A Novel of Youth $3.50 








While the title would indicate that this is young Adrian’s story, actually the 
interest centers around his father, a clergyman in London's West End, Robert Carbury, 
who was the prime mover in a Moral Rearmament movement. A winner of the Victoria Cross 
in World War I, Robert had turned pacifist, threatening his safety and that of his fam- 
ily. ‘The story follows not only the father's experiences as a great teacher and preach- 
er, but his children’s happy years in America, the return and Adrian’s love at sixteen 
for the daughter of his astronomy teacher, the growing resentment of his father whose 
devotion he hated, whose beliefs he could not understand. A sort of armistice is reach- 
ed between them; the boy joins up, after bucking everything his parents expected of him. 
And after VE day he is sent to occupied Germany where he meets again the girl he had 
loved. The shifting foous of interest, sometimes on the inner battle of the pacifist in 
the midst of war, sometimes on the problem of the father and son relationship, makes 
this an often unsatisfactory and rather diffuse picture of pre-war and wartim English 
youth. 








Kark, Leslie } Macmillan 
THE OWL IN THE SUN $2.75 


The story of a woman whose possession of men was matched only by her inability 
to be possessed, this is the broodingly intense, first person narrative of Georges Leste, 
Frenchman in the Turkish Levant, and his obsessive love for Erika, his German-born wife. 
Erika, with her assurance, her indifference, and her glamor, is able to disregard any 
mention of a dubious past, chooses Georges- among many- to marry, makes him overlook- 
even if he cannot forget- two prime sources of scandal. With the war and five years of 
separation, the torment of doubt and jealousy does not diminish. Returning ill, im- 
potent, he is hospitalized, realizes that Erika is now involved with his brother, and 
that he must kill her before he dies.... Holding.

Gilligan, Edmund Little, Brown 
STORM AT SABLE ISLAND $3.00 


Gilligan steeps himself so completely in the mood and substance of his sea 
yarns that he is inolined- in this as in other of his books- to become almost mystical 
in the symbolic implications, to lose his story in an excess of prose. Out of Folly 
Cove, Yankee fishermen had gone for generations to the Banks- brought back their catch 
of ood and halibut. Now into the pattern of their established ways comes a “foreign” 
influence, Luke Riley, with a baby daughter, and the mystery of the death of the woman 
who had given birth to her on Sable Island. Luke, given another chance to prove his 
honesty, is innately dishonest, betrays his benefactor and disappears with the child, 

Diana. Years later they return, Diana to be loved by two childhood friends, to come ( 
between them. There's adventure- and romance- but the style is involved, although the

Castor, Henry Doubleday 
THE SPANGLERS £$Qv%iy!$3 00 


The* Pennsylfawnish Deitsch” and their insularity are thrown against the screen 
of the Civil War and the effects it brings into their clannish lives. Scots Maria, 
married to William Spangler, watches jealously, bitterly, her brood who escape through 
the war and through marriage her tight hold, mires into a borderline state when William 
suicides. It is her favorite, fathering a nameless child, cut off with the Army of the 
West, later a Confederate prisoner, who eventually brings about a family rapprochement, 
who is able to make the family name notable again. And his love, Frieda, with her ad- 
vanced wisdom, is instrumental in saving Maria and bringing unity to the warring Spang- 
lers. A researched, solid novel of time, place and people, whose feeling for the Dutch 
of lancaster is as filling as their food. 


Gann, Ernest K. William Sloane 
BENJAMIN LAWLESS $3.50 


By a veteran writer ( /siand in the Sky- Viking- was the last) about inveterate, 
incurable adventurers of the air, this tells of Ben Lawless, his inclinations to knock 
around, his aspirations to settle down with Betty- the girl he loved and had married. 
Unable to stay put in a conservative, conventional job, Ben signs up to fly for a 
Venezuelan General in the hopes of raising a stake, crashes, and is brought back to the 
states by Betty. Unwilling to live off her, he leaves home, does a year in jail for 
flying booze, comes out to settle down im a new business. The war in Spain is something 
he can't pass up- nor can he sit it out when World War II comes along. Ferrying the 
Atlantic, he makes his last escape- his last flight... There's not much missing, as this 
one guy's activities cover a lot of countries, take in a few women as well as Betty,- 
except distinction. But it passes time quickly.

Longstreet, Stephen Messner 
THE CRYSTAL GIRL $3.00 


Slick to sexy touches for the life history of a modern girl which proves, if it 
proves anything, that there’s no place like home for the womenfolks, but is chiefly con- 
cerned with providing facile, fictional entertainment. As told by Abner Coe, this is the 
story of Crystal Whitman whom he is to nursemaid through various emotional and profess- 
ional entanglements. Deserted by the man she'd loved, Crystal sets her heart on pub- 
lishing a Paris newspaper, trades herself on a one-night basis for the purchase contract 
of the paper. Achieving international celebrity, Crystal finds no betrayal beneath her, 
until her ruin of her father brings about a total breakdown and the desire for religion 
and regeneration. A certain gaudy glamor makes this rentable. 


Francis, Robert ¥ Morrow- Swallow Press 
WE FLY AWAY $2.50 “ 


A travesty, of very minor proportions, this lightly touches on a few months in 
the home of elderly Mrs. Bemis, where- with Mrs. Teal as housekeeper- she leads a life 
of excessive propriety, maintains a rigid routine of cleaning and churchgoing. Into 
this settled world comes Robert, a poet, whose uncertain profession she cannot approve. 
And there is Henry, a student, who introduces an offensive note of alcohol and nicotine. 
But Henry's departure starts the exodus which continues as Mrs. Teal decides to better 
herself and leaves, as Robert, his book rejected, prefers freedom in a deserted house 
to Mrs. Bemis’... Fragmentary, to an extent which makes an audience difficult to define.

The perforation of a woman, physically appealing, morally appalling Mary Ingram, 
who becomes a leading best seller- not without the insistence that she's a wife and 
mother first. With the chance encounter of an old college rival, psychiatrist Gertrude 
Hanna, Mary is exposed to a less kindly scrutiny as Gertrude finds her home neglected, 
her children rejected, her gentle husband, Sam, still under the illusion of her brilliance. 
Sam's eyes are opened, in short order, by Gertrude, by the suicide attempt of Mary's only 
friend, by the runaway of their third child, and Mary- heading for Hollywood- leaves her 
family to Gertrude's ministrations.

TOWARD AN UNKNOWN STATION $3.00 


A novel of the infantry which is a verbatim report of the life of the foot- 
soldier, and in its unmannered way provides a detailed panorama of the men who sweated it 
out in the advance across France. Here are the minutes, hours, days of tedium, almost 
backward progress; the feeling of fear and worry before action and the actuality that 
took the place of tension; the house to house movements; the small, personal but im- 
portant problems each faced; the cold, the mud, the deaths; the friendly oases in French 
homes, the fouling up of commands, etc., etc.,- there is nothing omitted, nothing skimped. 
Primarily for men, for the recognition qualities of GI appeal, this careful reproduction 
of soldier life.

Geer, Andrew J Harper 
THE SEA CHASE $3.00 


A man’s story, of men against- and whipping- the sea, only to lose to a better 
ideal and morale. This tells of the elusive trip of a freighter from Australia to friend- 
ly, Nazi waters which draws on her Kapitan Erlich for all his hardwon knowledge of the 
tropics, the Arctic, and the vision of a victorious Germany. Complementing the dangers 
et sea, the pursuit by the British, are the dangers among his own officers and crew as 
inner dissension is heightened by the presence of Elsa, a Nazi spy. Condoning murder, 
driving and encouraging his weakening men, the Kapitan makes Chile, the North Seas, to 
meet his nemesis, an English officer whom he has scorned, and the Kapitan accepts death 
rather than the dishonor he fears. A grim, realistically melodramatic,good yarn.

BRIGHT LEAF $3.50 


Another rounding out of the tobacco dynasties, this time of the unswerving aim 
of Brant Royle to achieve his destiny at any price at all. From a despised family, Brant 
holds his control until he becomes a cigarette tycoon of international fame. He loses 
the love of Sonie who would have stood by him no matter what; he is despised by Margaret 
of patrician background; he is turned on by his children until loneliness and a hard won 
humility force him to seek understanding. A story of a tobacco company of North Carolina 
“founded by a blackguard, financed by a tart, promoted by a mountebank” given human 
qualities in a half century span of lives which were enmeshed in its development, and 
of a man’s cold will to raise himself above the town he hated- and loved. Sparing little, 
but with drama and color, this investigates the new race of business giants, of power so 
dark that the light comes almost too late.

Mauriac, Francois Henry Holt 
THE UNKNOWN SEA $3.00 


Once again in the story of one family, Mauriac has written with sublety, with 
sympathy, of the interplay between mundane and spiritual forces, of the pressures exerted 
by financial and social ruin on the once proud, once prominent Revolu family. With the 
bankruptcy and suicide of Oscar Revolu, his wife and three children are left to face vic- 
timization by their former world. Mme. Revolu gets her release in death; Julien, the 
eldest, retires to a neurotic, bedridden life; Denis, the youngest, marries a peasant 
girl.

For she does not leave out the 
fact that Gilbert Stuart: ate and drank too much, never paid his bills, was several times 
in what amounted to debtor's prison, had his furniture removed for debt, never wrote 
letters, never assumed any grown-up responsibility. But she falls into the way of apole 
ogizing for these faults because he painted good pictures - as if it were an inevitable 
thing for a painter to be a social heel. There is the question too if the whole approach 
to a biography should be the presumption of a child's showing violent, brilliant talent 
practically in creepers. It cannot be the best thing for young readers to feel that there 
is some special holy sign even for those who achieve at a later age - the normal child is 
quite out of the running.
